$5 ,000 Fro m Keck to Ike’s Ja n. Dinner

WASHINGTON—Now th at th e venerable and 
revered Senator George of Georgia h as an­ 
nounced h is intention to retire from th e Senate 
and become Eisenh ower’s ambassador to NATO, 
an imp ortant, h ith erto undisclosed incident in- 
Tolving Senator George and th e Wh ite House 
can be revealed. 
Senator George recently wound up th e ch air­ 
mansh ip of a sp ecial committee to investigate 
th e $2,500 offered to Sen. Francis Case (R.. S D.) 
during th e natural gas battle on beh alf of How­ 
ard B. Keck of Sup erior Oil. 
During th e investigation, th e committee un­ 
ea rthed anoth er ch eck for twice th at money 
fro m the same H. B. Keck, th is one given to 
the Eisenh ower dinner righ t in th e middle o f th e 
Senate’s gas debate. Unlike Senator Case, wh o 
returned th e $2,500, th e $5,000 from Keck was 
no t returned by th e Rep ublican National Com­ 
mittee nor by th e WTiite House. 
Considerable p ressure was brough t on Sena­ 
tor George’s committee by th e Wh ite House not 
to make th is contribution p ublic. Some com­ 
mittee members felt th at since th e gift to Case 
came from ex actly th e same H. B. Keck and 
Sup erior Oil, th e larger gift to th e Eisenh ower 
dinner sh ould be disclosed in order to indicate 
th e general p attern of th e gas lobby . 
Why Ike Veto ed 
Th ere was also some Senate resentment th at 
President Eisenh ower in 
h is veto message 
sh ould imp ugn th e morality of th e Senate at 
th e same time th at h is own money -raisers h ad 
received twice as much as Senator Case re­ 
jected, righ t in th e middle of th e gas debate. 
It was fear th at th e Senate commitee migh t 
make p ublic th e Keck ch eck th at materially 
influenced th e President’s decision to veto th e 
g a s bill. 
In th e end, h owever, Senator George did not 
make th e $5,000 contribution to th e Eisenh ower 
dinner p ublic. He and th e committee decided 
they sh ould stick close to th e question of th e 
$2,500 offered by Keck to Senator Case, and 
not go into th e Keck gift to more imp ortant 
p eop le. 
Keck’s ch eck for $5,000, dated Jan. 10, 1958 . 
was on th e City National Bank of Houston. It 
was ch eck number 951 and was signed *‘H. B. 
Keck** from h is office on th e “7th Floor, Edi­ 
son Building. Los Angeles, Calif.’’ Th is address 
was p rinted on one end of th e ch eck. 
It will be interesting to see wh eth er th e new 
Iy )bby ing Committee, h eaded by Senator Mc­ 
Clellan of Arkansas, wh ich Is sup p osed to p robe 
an p h ases of lobby ing, will now make p ublic 
the Keck ch eck. 
Debt to Quaker Oats 
It looks as if th e Ike administration h as about 
p aid up its debt to Quaker Oats. At any rate 
th e debt sh ould be p aid up after th is week, 
Quaker Oats ex ecutives were big camp aign 
contributors to Eisenh ower in 1952. Afterward, 
R. Douglas Stuart, ch airman of Quaker Oats,

•erved for a time as Dep uty Under Secretary 
of State. Milton Eisenh ower, in turn, was a 
director of Quaker Oats. 
On top of th is. Vice President Nix on last 
week p aid off anoth er camp aign debt by p re- 
fcnting a medal for distinguish ed dog h eroism 
lo “ Snooks,” a seven-y ear old mongrel p icked 
•s th e dog h ero of th e y ear.

One o f Bo g Pro blems Is Co ntro l 
Of Weeds; Sev era l Wa y s Listed

It lo o ks like Misso uri farmers 
will be planting a reco rd acreage 
o f so ybeans again this year—pro b­ 
ably mo re than 2.000,000 acres. 
And o ne o f tiie big pro blems o n 
many fields will be weed co ntro l. 
We still must rely pretty largely 
o n cultural practices to co ntro l 
weeds in so ybeans even tho ugh 
there are so n>e chemical weed 
killers that sho w pro mise. 
One o f the best ways to co ntro l 
weeds in so ybean fields is to de­ 
stro y two o r three cro ps o f weeds 


Feed Gra in 
Price Rise 
Is Fo reca st 


In the feed grain market, prices 
are expected to strengthen during 
tire next 30 days. 
Firmer feed grain prices during 
recent mo nths can be attrilHited 
to the large quality o f last year’s 
feed cro ps go ing under price sup­ 
po rts and the declining market 
receipts. Greatest price increase 
amo ng grains has been in co rn. 
On April 12, the price o f No . 2 
yello w co rn at Kansas City was 
$1.59. That’s 38 cents higher than 
it was when it hit the seaeMial 
lo w o n Nev. 8. 
University eco no mists say free 
co rn is getting scarce in Misso uri 
but the price in surplus co rn areas 
is still to o high to allo w co rn to 
be shipped so uth to no iwxwnmer- 
cial co unties. This situatio n o f 
cheaper co in in the no n-co mmer­ 
cial co unties ha^ been no ticeable 
aU seaso n. Ihese has been so me 
mo vement o f co rn fro m Misso uri 
to the Omaha airea, parity due 
to the sho rt cro p there and partly 
due to higher suppo rt price« in 
the neaîby 
aitiphis 
pro Aicing 
areas o f Io wa. 
The CJo ramo dity OredR Co rpo ra­ 
tio n’s po licy o f buyiQg up sto rable 
co m when go venmieiit held no n- 
sioTsiilè co m is piR o n the market 
will prevent deprsssLng tlie xnsfM 
to o much. 
The relative^ large pero anto ie 
o f feed grain sto o kis in the prke 
suppo rt pro ^am is expected to 
have a strengthening infhienee o n 
prices in the next 30 daya. 


Premium Prices 
Fro m Pro ducing 
Certified Seed 


Any type o f prke {^emkim tor 
a farm pro duct so unds go o d these 
days. And pro ducing certified seed 
is o ne way to get premium prices. 
Llo yd Cavanah. member o f the 
University o f Misso tai firid cr<^ 
department, says that while it 
co sts mo re to pro duce certified 


befo re planting Hm beans. Since 
mo st fields were plo wed early this 
year we have a better than usual 
chance to do this by disking to 
destro y the first cro p o f weeds, 
waiting until mo re germinate, and 
then disking again. On weedy 
fields, destro ying these weeds can 
be much mo re impo rtant than 
planting early, especially since 
tests have sho w^n that beans plant­ 
ed in Central Misso uri in late May 
and early June can be expected 
to yield as much o ver a perio d 
o f years as early planted beans. 
So ybeans planted after the gro und 
is warm germinate quicker and 
so tend to get ahead o f weeds. 
Mo st farmers are gro wing so y­ 
beans in ro ws so that weeds can 
be co ntro lled by cultivatio n. Pro b­ 
ably the mo st impo rtant piece o f 
cultivatio n equipnient is a ro tary 
ho e. It can be used befo re beans 
co me up and until they are abo ut 
six to eight inches tall. If rains 
fo rm a so il crtk^t befo re the beans 
co n^ up. the ro tary ho e sho uld 
be used to break o r stir this crust. 
Ho wever, if plants are just 
breaking thro ugh the gro und and 
are in the “cro o k” stage, this 
ro tary ho eing sho uld be delayed 
because the plants are tender and 
easily bro ken at that time. The 
ro tary ho e needs to be o perated 
at high speed and when the so il 
is dry eno ugh to pulverize well. 
If the ro tary ho e is handled pro p­ 
erly it will destro y o ndy o ne to 
five per cent o f the so ybean plants 
no t eno ugh to affect yields. 
A spike to o th harro w can be 
used as a substitute fo r a ro tary 
ho e, altho ugh it may damage a 
few mo re beans. Harro wing sho uld 
be acro ss the ro ws. It sho uldn’t 
be do ne in the early mo rning. 
Wait till the plants have to ughened 
up under the sun. 
A co uple o f cultivatio n« with a 
regular cultivato r equipped with 
shallo w sweeps wiU pro bably be 
necessary after beans are mo re 
than six to eight inches 
Heri>icides that sho w iMo mise 
in co ntro lling weed« in so ybeans 
are co stly to use and are no t 
reco mmended except ki extreme­ 
ly weedy situatio ns. OIPC and 
Dinkro e have been pretty tho r­ 
o ughly tested and can be used 
a« ppeemergence ^ay« , altho ugh 
o o o asto nally there may be acme 
damaige to germinatio n. CDAA is 
a new material that lo o ks pro mis­ 
ing but it hasn’t been tho ro ughly 
tested. To o ut do wn o n expense, 
tfaeae material« o an be i^ayed 
in ba 2KlB o fver the ro ws rather 
than as an o rverafl treatment.

Go o d fo undatio n sto ck and a 
pro gram o f co ntinuo us cuUkig are 
necessary to breed superio r lines 
o f beef cattle. 
Animal busibandrymen at the 
University o f Misso uri say these 
requirements are po inted up by 
research being carried o ut by the 
U.S. Department o f Agriculture at 
its Evesto ck experiment statitm in 
Mo ntana. Selectio n and line breed­ 
ing o ver a perio d o f 20 years has 
enabled researchers there to im­ 
pro ve many characteristics in in­ 
dividuals and specific lines o f cat­ 
tle. 
This aeieciiv« breet^ has re­ 
sulted in bett« : weaning weights, 
larger daily gains, and hettvi« ’ 
feed lo t weights. Other diaracter- 
istics such as milking abiUty and 
carcass quality are also bekiig kzk- 
pro ved in the breeding research 
wo rk at to e Mo ntana statio a.

Fertiliza tio n 
Of So y bea ns 
Is Different

So ybeans have so me peculiar 
gro wth pro cesses and characteris­ 
tics which have a singiiicant bear­ 
ing o n ho w to best fertilize them. 
Naturally fertile so ils have lo ng 
been reco gnized as mo st desirable 
fo r high yields. Requirements fo r 
mineral fertility are quite large. 
A 25-imshel so ybean cro p remo ves 
as much pho spho rus as 90 bushels 
o f co rn and as nnich po tassium 
as 150 bushel co rn. Fertilizer in­ 
creases yields in so me years while 
in o ther years little respo nse o c­ 
curs. 
So ybeans have a different fruit­ 
ing habit than mo st cro ps. The 
plant wiU blo o m and set po ds dur 
ing a lo ng perio d o f the gro wing 
seaso n under favo rable co nditio ns. 
In such years, fertilizer used in 
co nnectio n with the cro p is likely 
to give little respo nse. On the 
o ther hand, fertilizers wiU aid 
yields co nsiderably in seaso ns un­ 
favo rable fo r adequate release o f 
nutrients fro m the so il. 
On highly fertile so ils such as 
the heavy clay guniibo s, a slo w 
but adequate release o f nutrients 
is quite satisfacto ry fo r so ybeans 
but po o r fo r co rn which needs 
lo ts o f fertUity in the sho rt perio d 
o f silking, tasseling, and ear de­ 
velo pment. 
Since the kind o f a o easo n can’t 
be fo reto ld the safest mo w is to 
co rrect deficiencies o f the so il, 
using so il tests as a guide. The 
so ybean ro o t system is fine and 
very limited. Thus a high tevel 
o f mineral fertility is required to 
assaire adequate nutritio n in what 
ever zo ne o f so il the ro o ts may 
be gro wing. This is o ne o f the 
principle 
reaso ns 
to al 
amaU 
amo unts o f fertilizer frequently 
give little o r no yield respo nse. 
Lime is the number o ne require 
ment o f so ybeans and usually re­ 
sults in abo ut a five bushel in­ 
crease in yield. The so ybean, like 
o ther legumes, requires a go o d 
supply o f cidcium and ne ar neu­ 
tral acidity co nditio n. Ino culatk» 
o f the seed i« highty impo rtant. 
Pho spbo n» and po tassium are 
likewise extremely impo rtant to 
so ybean« . Lime, plio spbate, and 
po tash are nno st effective wben 
plo wed do wn. Over a perio d o f 
years pho sphate and po tash so il 


realized knmeto at^ k^kyvriag the 
so il trei^inenU. 
Occaaio o alty to e nee o f nRro gen 
o n « o ybean« sho ws up weU. But, 
a« a rule. o n fairly pro ductive 
so ils to e i^w release o f nitro gen 
fro m o rganic matter o r a green 
manure cro p will adequately sup­ 
ply the plants. Favo rable yield re­ 
spo nse frequently o ccurs fro m the 
residual effect o f a heavy nitro gen 
applicatio n o n a preceding cro p. 
So ybeans, erratic in respo nse to 
direct fertilizatio n, give bei^ yield 
increases to a so il fertility pro -

Th e 1 ^ Farm and Home Plan­ 
ning Association year will termin­ 
ate July 1, 19i56, and th e 
Association year will commence. 
A lot of people still h av e only 
a v ague idea of wh at is meant 
by th e term Farm and Home 
Planning. It could be summarized 
by saying it 
U th e planning and 
putting into operation by th e farm 
family a corrtoination of practices 
adapted to th e indiv idual farm 
wh ich leads to more efficient pro­ 
duction, conserv ation of soil and 
oth er 
resources, 
h igh er income 
and a more satisfactory liv ing for 
th e family. 
It is a part of th e ov er-all ex­ 
tension program. 
Th ere are 43 families in th e 
Association at th e present. Th ese 
43 families were div ided into nine 
small groups, ranging from th ree 
to six families in a group, accord­ 
ing to communities or townsh ips 
in wh ich th ey liv ed. 
A series of fiv e meetings was 
h eld with each group. F’h ases th at 
were di.scussed and planned were 
farmstead arrangement, farm rec­ 
ords, family liv ing plans, h ome 
inv prov ement, crops and liv estock 
Also, a series of county wide 
dinner n>eetiiigs were conducted. 
Different 
groups 
v olunteered to 
take th e responsibility of making 
th e nece-ssary arrangements for 
th ese meetings. Th ey usually ar­ 
ranged for one of th e specialists 
from th e Univ ersity to be th e 
guest speaker. Topics discussed 
at th ese meetings were labor sav ­ 
ing dev ices, farm management, 
crops, 
foods aiKi nutrition and 
landscaping. 
Th ere seems to be some mis­ 
understanding about th e cast and 
tinye of getting th e plans into op­ 
eration. A plan is dev eloped so 
th at th e family may clearly see 
th e goals, but th e practices are 
w ork^ out gradually. It may take 
fh ne year« or probably longer to 
get all th e plans in operation. 
Th en th e costs and time of get­ 
ting th e plans into operation de­ 
pends entirely upon wh at th e fam­ 
ily wants to do. Such a plan is 
always indiv idual and th e family 
alone decides wh at will be done 
and th e time mast suitable for 
accomplish ing th eir goals and ob­ 
jectiv e« , 
A Farm and Home Planning 
program lays th e foundation for 
a practical, progressiv e approach 
to th e problems of th e farm and 
h ome. Th is long-time v iew aids 
in doing “first th ings first.” 
At th eir first meeting each group 
riected a ch airman to represent 
th em. One of th eir duties is to 
h elp maintain member.sh ip. Th ese 
ch airmen h av e some meml)ersh ip 
application blanks so if you are 
interested in joining th e Associa­ 
tion th en you migh t contact one 
of th e ch airmen or your extension 
office.

Nitrogen Oa Pasture 
Carl Raines of th e Heath s Creek 
townsh ip called me th e (gh er day 
to report on some ammonium ni­ 
trate th at h e h ad put on blue grass 
pasture in early April. It was really 
starting to sh ow up, h e said. I sug­ 
gested th at h e fence off a small 
area on th e treated and untreated 
areas so th at we could do some 
h arv esting a little later. He re­ 
marked, “I was afraid th at was 
wh at you would say”. 
Anyway I was able to get by 
Carl’s place Friday morning and 
h e took me back to th e pasture. 
He used about 120 pounds per acre 
and it' wasn’t h ard to tell wh ere 
th e nitrate h ad been spread. Part 
of it was .spread between terraces 
and oth er just part way. Th e fer­ 
tilized part was a blue color sim­ 
ilar to oats or wh eat wh ile th e rest 
was a rath er ligh t green. Also th e 
grass seemed much th icker and of 
an ev en h eigh t with nitrate. Th e 
oth er was sh ort, th in and v ery un­ 
ev en. 
Near th e middle of th e area Carl 
h ad marked off two spots with iron 
posts, boards and barbed wire. 
Th ey were in th e sh ape of a tri­ 
angle and about ten feet each way. 
We will try to h arv est th ese areas 
about th e first of June. 
It was h ard to tell if th e steers 
were grazing more on th e fertilized 
part or not. Howev er, th e fenced 
triangle th ere h ad much more 
trampled grass around it th an th e 
one on th e unfertilized part. 
Carl usually h as h is blue grass 
stripped so we h ope to h av e some 
more comparison figures at th at 
time. 
Band Seeding of Alfalfa 
On th e way back to th e blue 
grass pasture we stopped to look 
ov er a good sized field of alfalfa 
th e Carl h ad seeded last fall. Of 
special interest was th e ev en stand 
and th e lack of skips and,wash es. 
Th e fact th at th e field was ter­ 
raced answered much of th e ero­ 
sion question. Howev er, th e seed­ 
ing was ah ead of two v ery h ard 


rains last fall and normally some 
of th at seed would h av e drifted and 
piled up if it h ad been broadcast. 
Carl said h e h ad fixed up a 
h ome made “band seeder” with 
garden h ose on h is drill and used 
th at for h is seeding. Th e th eory of 
th e band seeding is th at th e seed 
will be deposited righ t ov er th e 
fertilizer and in just enough of a 
groov e th at th e ch ains will cov er 
it th ere. Th e garden h ose brings 
th e seed from th e spout of th e 
grass seeder. 
We saw anoth er alfalfa seeding 
at Bob and Raymond Higgins wh ile 
on th e pasture tour th at was plant­ 
ed similarly and doing equally well. 
Th e system was dev eloped by th e 
Agricultural Research Serv ice in 
1951 and h as been modified some 
since. 
Research folks feel th at it will 
work equally well with small leg­ 
ume and grasses seeded with nurse 
crops. By depositing th e seeds ov er 
th e fertilizer th e plants will get off 
to a good start and can compete 
successfully with th e nurse crop.

One study sh ows th at one-th ird 
of th e tractor fatalities occurred 
in h igh way accidents. Anoth er sur­ 
v ey rev ealed th at 16 per cent of 
th e v ictims were ch ildren under 
ten years of age.

Spra y Mix Kills 
Mo st o f Ga rden 
Disea se, Insects 


Probably you would like to h av e 
a sp rs^ material th at would take 
care of both disease and iasect 
problem« in your garden. Unfor­ 
tunately, « Kb a spray dote not 
exist. Howev er, a combination of 
meth oxych lor and zineb wiU come 
close to doing th e job. 
Meth oxych lor will control mo^ 
garden insects wh ile xiitob will 
take care of th e garden diseases. 
Th ese two materials, meth oxy­ 
ch lor and rineb, can be combined 
and used as a 
or spray. Th e 
mixture will be most effectiv e if 
it is used ev ery sev en days. 
Going bade to insect control, 
meth oxych lor does not control th e 
aph id or red spider mite. If th ese 
two insects stsirt to cause trouble, 
tliey can be controlled by using 
malath ion. 
None of th e materials mention­ 
ed sh ould be used with in sev en 
days of h arv est. If necessary, ro- 
tenone can be used as an insec­ 
ticide and a fixed copper prepa­ 
ration can be used as a h ingicide 
during th is last sev en day period. 


Th e board of directors of th e 
Missouri Liv estock Association h as 
called a state-wide meeting of 
liv estock men for June 16. 
all-day conference will be h eld in 
Jesse Auditorium on th e Univ er­ 
sity of Missouri campus at Colum­ 
bia. 
Hie decision to call th e state- 
wi<te meeting was made at a re­ 
cent meeting of th e board of di­ 
rectors in Columbia. At th is meet­ 
ing, th e liv estock men considered 
th e problem of h ow to adjust pro- 
ductiMY of pork and beef raised 
in th is country to our needs and 
h ow to reduce th e importation of 
meat from foreign countries. 
Th e group was a l^ critical of 
policies wh ich allow Western areas 
to bring additional land into pro­ 
duction at gov ernment expense. 
Th is land competes with farms 
in th e midwest being paid by th e 
gov ernment to lake land out ol; 
production. 
Th e urgency of th ese problems 
including th e need for more effec­ 
tiv e meat promotion and adjust­ 
ment to market demands, prompt­ 
ed th e board to call th e June 16 
state-wide meeting. Because of 
current dissatisfaction with h og 
and cattle prices, some of th e 
directors indicated th ey th ough t 
th e meeting would draw a big at­ 
tendance. 


Farmer* with a 1966 wh eat acre­ 
age in excess of th eir farm wh eat 
allotments may take action until 
June 1 to adjust th eir wh eat acre 
age into compliance, according to 
C. A. Staples, ch airman of th e 
County Agricultural Stabilization 
and 
Conserv ation 
Committe« . 
Howev er, any wh eat still .standing 
on th is date will be classified as 
“w'h eat.” 
Wh eat acreage in execs« of th e 
farm allotment may be p^wed 
under as green manure, pastured, 
or cut for h ay. Any of th ese meth ­ 
ods used to reduce th e wh eat acre­ 
age must be carried out in such 
a way th at th e wh eat wiH not 
reach maturity. Farmers with 
lotments of less th an li5 acres 
wh o now ha*v e more th an 16 acres 
of wh eat may use th e same meth ­ 
ods to reduce th eir wh eat acreage 
to av oid a marketing quota pen­ 
alty. 
Mr. 
Staples 
reminds 
wh eat 
growers th at a farm with a W’h eat 
allotment of 15 acres or less may 
produce as much as 15 acres of 
wh eat with out being subject to 
marketing quota penalties. How 
ev er, if such farms produce nnore 
th an 15 acres of wh eat, th e mar­ 
keting quota penalty is calculated 
on th e difference between th e al­ 
lotments and th e actual acreage 
h arv ested. Th e marketing quota 
penalty is $1.07 per bush el, wh ich 
is 45 per cent of th e May 1 parity 
price. 
On farms with aUotmenU of 
more th an 15 acres, th e normal 
prockiction from any acreage m 
excess of th e farm allotment* is 
subject to th e marketing quota 
penalty. 
Regardless of th e .rize 
th e 
allotment, Ch airman Staples em­ 
ph asizes, wh eat from any fanm 
on wh ich th e farm allotment is 
exceeded is not eligible 
fo r price 
support.
